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CASSIDY OF QUEENS 


LOCKED UP IN JAIL} THEN SPEEDS AWAY," 


Justice. Jaycox Said to Have 
Learned of a Plot to Tam- 
per with the Jury.

Joseph Cassidy, former Democratic 
leader of Queens County, and Louis T. 
Walter, Jr., slept in the Raymond Street 
Jail, Brooklyn, last night. Cassidy and 
Walter are on trial before Justice Jay- 
cox in the Supreme Court on the charge 
that they sold a Supreme Court nomi- 
nation to William Willett in 1911. The 
action of Justice Jaycox in revoking 
their bail bonds of $5,000 each and re- 
manding them to the custody of the 
Sheriff was due, it was said, to certain 
rumors that had been brought to the at- 
tention of the Justice concerning a plot 
to tamper with the jury. 

The move of Justice Jaycox took the 
prisoners by surprise, and Robert H. 
Elder, counsel for Cassidy, and Robert 
M. Moore, who represents Walter, made 
a vigorous but ineffectual protest. 

When court convened “yesterday Dis- 
trict Attorney Cropsey opened the case, 
and Frank R, Merrill, President of the 
First National Bank of Far Rockaway, 
was the first witness. On Sept. 22 Mr. 
Merrill honored Willett’s note for $5,000, 
and he admitted that Willett, who was 
convicted of purchasing the nomination 
which Cassidy and Walter are now on 
trial for selling to him, had told him it 
was to be used in the primaries. The 
note was for thirty days, and when it 
came due Mr. Merrill advanced to a 
brother of Willett stock of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad of suffi- 
cient value to meet the note, which had 
been cashéd by the Long Island City 
branch of the Corn Exchange Bank. 

‘*I did not give the stock to meet the 
note, exactly,” Mr. Merrill said, ‘ for 
my understanding was that it was to 
meet a check that had been given to 
pay the note.’ 

Alfred K. Hallett, who in September, 
1911, was acting teller of the Corn Ex- 
change Bank in Long Island City, iden- 
tified a deposit slip in Cassidy's favor 
for $5,100, of which $5,000 was in bills 
and $100 in a check. On Sept. 26, 1911, 
the morning of the primary election, 
that deposit, he said, was made in the 
Corn Exchange Bank to the credit of 
Cassidy, who was at that tire the undis 
puted Democratic leader of Queens.

He had been an aspirant for the nomi- 
nation for the Supreme Court that Wil- 
lett has been convicted of buying and 
which Cassidy and Walter are accused 
of selling.

AUTO KILLS WOMAN, | 


Over Broken Glass, Its Tires Ex- 
ploding, and Woman Occu- 
pant Urging Flight. 


Miss Josephine Thompson, a music| 
teacher, had just left her boarding} 
house at 130 Amity Street, ‘Brooklyn, 
at 8 o’clock last evening and was chat- 
ting on the sidewalk with her neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Catherine Edwards, when, 
recalling that she must within a few 
minutes meet a pupil at her studio in 
Atlantic Avenue, she explained that 
an appointment called her, nodded a 
good night and stepped off the curb to 
cross the street. She walked directly 
into the path of a large, gray touring 
that was shooting swiftly and 
silently along Amity Street, so silently 
that neither women had heard a sound 
and so swiftly that the driver had not 
the slightest chance to swerve. 

Miss Thompson was struck with 
shocking force and thrown a distance 
of ten feet. Mrs. Edwards saw this and 
saw the car go on its way. In the same 
moment, before she had stirred from 
where she stood when Miss Thompson 
left her, she heard a woman’s voice 
crying out to the driver from the ton- 
neau of the big machine: 

“ For Heaven’s sake, go on 

Mrs. Edwards saw the gray machine 
spring forward at an increased speed | 
toward Henry Street. As the car | 
reached the corner she heard first one} 
explosion and then another, and | 
saw it turn sharply to the south and 
disappear. She ran into the street 
where her friend lay dead, and at the 
sight she cried out in grief and fainted. 

The explosions at the corner, followed 
by the woman's cries, brought people | 
from the houses along Amity Street. | 
Several men came from Miss Thomp- 
son's boarding house and, seeing what 
had happened, gave chase down Henry 
Street for severai blocks, but the car| 
had had too good a start. The explo-| 
Sions soon were explained in terms of} 
some broken bottles found at Amity and | 
Henry Streets—scattered at the cross-| 
ing. 

Within ten minutes every precinct in 
the city had been notified to look for 
a big, gray touring car, number un- 
known, with punctured tires, and with 
at least one man and one woman as its} 
occupants. Each precinct was warned 
to watch particularly for such a car 
with shreds of a woman's clothing 


caught in the front, for in striking and 
tossing Miss Thompson to one side the} 
machine had torn away half her coat, 
her fur piece, and part of her skirt. 

There was no need to send for an am- 
bulance as the internes came. with} 
stretchers from the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital only half a block away. 
They found the woman dead. She had 
been killed instantly, in all probability. 
Her skull had been broken. 

Miss Thompson was 55 years old, and 
the friends at the boarding house knew 
of only one relative, a sister, Mrs. 
Crane, of 259 Garfield Place. Mr. 
Crane is out of town and Mrs. Crane is 
so ill that it was thought best last 
evening to keep from her the news of 
Miss Thompson's death.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 28.—Frederick 
W. Vanderbilt and other members of 
his party aboard his great steam yacht 
Warrior yesterday stood for hours and 
watched what seemed every possible at- 
tempt at rescue fail, their craft mean- 
while giving indications of breaking up 


|}off the rocky Colombian coast. 


They saw eight lifeboats lost in suc- 
cession as they were swung out from 
the first vessel that answered the War- 
rior’s wireless call for help. This first 
vessel was the United Fruit Company’s 
steamer Frutera, and had not a sister 
ship, the Almirante, been within reach 
of the wireless hail all hands might have 
been lost. 

The Frutera, under command of Capt. 
Henschien, arrived several hours after 
the Warrior's first “S, O. 8.” call was 
sent out. There wag a terrible sea run- 
ning, and the wind was blowing a gale. 
The’ ship stood by as close as was 
deemed safe, although even then the 
peril was great, as it was not known 
when the Frutera might run upon the 
treacherous submerged rocks. 

The first boat launched was smashed 
almost before it reached the water, sev- 
eral of the sailors being stunned as 
they were hurled against the steel sides 
of the steamer. While some of the men 
still were struggling in the water an- 
other lifeboat was lowered. It capsized 
in a moment. 

Doggedly Capt. Henschien kept his 
men at work. Boat after boat turned 
upside down in rapid succession, and the 
sea was filled with life-buoys thrown 
to prevent the sailors from drowning. 
All were ultimately picked up, but in 
some cases it required much time to re- 
suscitate them. Several of those hurt 
in the wrecking of the first boat will 
be incapacitated for duty for weeks. 

All this time the Vanderbilt party, 
looked on. Freder- 
ick W. Vanderbilt, Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
Duke and Duchess of Manchester, and 
Lord Arthur George Keith-Falconer, 
and heir of the Earl of Kintore, 
saw their danger increasing. The im- 
possibility of throwing a line was ap- 


parent. 

Then the operator on the Warrior 
rushed from his cage and announced 
that the Fruitera herself was sending 
distress signals. The belief was general 
the yacht that the fruit skip had 
run upon a rock and was herself in dan- 
ger of going down. 

But the Captain of the Frutera knew 
his business, and his wireless was flash- 
ing out: ‘‘Almirante! Almirante! All 
our boats gone. Party on Vanderbilt 
yacht lost unless you come quick.”’ 

The Almirante, about forty miles dis- 
tant, headed about and came up. In 
the interval the seas had quieted some- 
what, but the exhausted crew of the 
Frutera was in no condition to renew 
the fight, although men were kept in 
readiness with one of the recovered 
lifeboats in case the Warrior should 
show signs of breaking up. 

Before the Almirante came alongside, 
Capt. W. H. Devan had the Frutera’s 
full story. The course he followed was 
exactly the same as that of Capt. Hen- 
schein, except that the moderating 
winds and falling waves aided him. 

Two boats were lowered together and 
joined in heroic rivalry to see which 
should reach the Warrior first. The 
beaten men of the Frutera cheered as 
the lifeboats came close to the stricken 
craft, and her passengers 
were taken off, the crew refusing to 
leave.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The formal 
application of the National City Bank 
New York, the largest banking in- 
stitution in the country, for member- 
ship in the new Federal reserve sys- 
tem was received to-day by the Treas- 
ury Department.

Alpaca Firm to Pay 8 Per Cert. on 
Yearly Wages to Employes.

HOLYOKE, Mass., Jan. 28.—Profit- 
sharing on a dividend basis among its 
8,000 employes is to be adopted by the 
Farr Alpaca Company, which also voted 
to-day to increase its capital from 
2,400,000 to $7,200,000. 

Heretofore the company has paid 24 
per cent. dividends. For the present the 
rate on the new capital will be 8 per 
cent.

HUERTA WELCOMES 
LIFTING OF EMBARGO 


Meant as Unfriendly Act, He 
Thinks, but Will Rally New 
Forces to Him. 


ACTION EXPECTED SOON 


Washington Discusses Failure to 
Consult Japan on Our Policy 
Toward Mexico.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 28.—President 
Huerta regards the reported plan of 
the United States Government to lift 
the embargo on the sale of arms to 
Mexican rebels as distinctly unfriendly 
to him, but he will not resent such 
action, either through diplomatic 
channels or in any other way, since it 
is thought that the rebels are already 
getting across the border all the arms 
and ammunition that they are able to 
pay for. 


It is understood that Huerta even 
looks upon the lifting of the embargo 
favorably, believing that it is calcu- 
lated to rally certain factions of the 
Mexican people around him, while the 
Washington authorities are forced to 


come out openly on the side of the 
rebels. 


The Government officials state that 
they have proof that the rebels have 
been able to get all the ammunition 
they desired from the United States, 
so that lifting the embargo would 


{amount to nothing more than legaliz- 
ling it. 


Prominent Mexican officials asserted 
| to-day that President Wilson had long 
| bee nknown to be favorable to the 

rebels, but was merely afraid to come 
out openly and support them, because 
Congress might resent such action. 

Many Mexicans are inclined to re- 

gard the intimation that the embargo 


will be lifted as one of many Amer- 
ican “ bluffs.” 


Diplomats are inclined to doubt

SOON TO LIFT EMBARGO. 


Senators Think Wilson Will Wot 
Long Delay the Action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Senators 
who have all along favored lifting the 
embargo on arms in favor of the Mex- 
ican rebels still favor such a course, and 
expect President Wilson to adopt it 
soon. But there is a feeling that the 
time has passed when such a policy 
will have any moral effect in Mexico. 
The rebels have resented the withhold- 
ing of arms almost as much as the 
Huertistas have resented the hostility of 
the Washington Government. The con- 
cession to the rebels, coming at this late 
date, it is feared, will be regarded as 
one wrung from a reluctant administra- 
tion, simply because of the rebel vic- 
tories and not because of any friendli- 
ness. 

These Senators, however, feel that-the 
lifting of the embargo offers the only 
hope that the rebels will be able to strike 
into the heart of the Federal territory 
and bring the war to an end. Even with 
this assistance, doubt is expressed in 
the best informed quarters of Pancho 
Villa’s ability to conduct a successful 
campaign so far from his base. ~ 

It is 1,200 miles from the Texas fron- 
tier to Mexico City, and Torreon, 
Monterey and Saltillo, a chain of Fed- 
eral cities, must be captured in turn by 
separate campaigns before the rebels 
can march south with safety. Even 
these cities are far beyond the accepted 
sphere of.Constitutionalist influence, and 
a reverse to Villa’s army before any one 


of them might be turned by an aggres- 
sive Federal general into a disaster. 


Hale-Carranza Rupture Explained. 


The proposal to lend aid to the rebels 
by throwing open American military 
markets to their purchasing agents has 
revived interest in the mystery that 
surrounded the rupture in the negotia- 


tions, conducted at Nogales between 
William Bayard Hale, who was said to 
represent the Department of State, and 
Gen. Carranza, the titular head of the 
Constitutionalists. According to a story 
told to-day Dr. Hale asked Gen. Car- 
ranza whether Zapata, the bandit of 
southern Mexico, was his loyal follower, 
obeyed his commands and could be ex- 
pected to support the government Gen.

City. Gen. Carranza, following his cus- 
tom, asked time for thought.

Informed persons here say that Za- 
pata, who has been a highwa n 
under three successive Mexican admin- 
istrations, verbally acknowledges Gen. 
Carranza’s leadership simply to avoid 
Tare out openly as a bandit. They say 
Villa is in much the same position, and 
that while Villa seems the only leader 
capable of conducting successful! mili 
campaigns, he has no training to fit 
him for the leadership of the State, does 
rot know precisely what he wants for 
himself and is certain to lead one of 
three parties, contending for spoils, 
should Gen. Huerta finally be driven 
out.

The Japanese Situation, 


Light was thrown to-day on the Japa- 

Mese controversy as it tended to con- 
fuse developments in Mexico. From a 
well-informed authority it was learned 
that the United States ignored Japan 
when the foreign powers, after 
John Lind’s arrival at Mexico: City, 
were asked to exercise patience until 
the United States could push its Mexi- 
can policy to a conclusion.

Crushed stone 
which would pass through a two-and-a- 
half-inch screen was specified, but Cur- 
ran’s exhibits all were much larger, one 
being nearly eight inches long. ‘The 
contract called for imported stone, but 
the witness said Baird had used the 
stone from his own quarry less than a 
mile from the road.

FRANCE FEARS ALLY’S MOVE. 


Russian Arms Factory Said to Have 
Been Bought by the Krupps. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 
LONDON, Jan. 28.—A telegram from 
St. Petersburg to The Echo de Paris 
states that the Poutiloff Arms Fac- 
tory, which executes orders for the 


Russian Government, has been bought 
by the Krupps. 

The announcement has been contra- 
dicted both from St. Petersburg and 
Berlin, but the contradiction has failed 
to reassure French opinion. 

Telegrams from St. Petersburg to 
The Temps assert that negotiations 
are in progress between the Poutiloff 
Works and the Krupps, and in Paris 
it is believed that, though the sale of 
the works is not in question, the suc- 
cess of the negotiations would give to 
the Krupps and the Deutsche Bank 
a controlling interest in them. 

The news is regarded as very 
serious in Paris, for since the Russian 
Government adopted the French 
artillery models the Poutiloff works 
have possessed the secrets of those 
models. 

Apart from this, it is felt in Paris 
that in the distribution of Russian 
armament orders France has not been 
so well treated as the political 
financial relations of the two countries 
would entitle her to expect. 

Inquiries in London have not 
sulted in any confirmation of 
original statement, the accuracy of 
which is doubted in view of the con- 
tract recently concluded between the 
Russian Government 
Company.

Hotels for Those of Small Means.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—The Duchess of 
Marlborough, presiding at a. meeting 
of the National Association for Wo- 
men’s Lodging Houses at Sunderland 
House to-day, and referring to the 
fact that she had received a license 
for the Mary Curzon Hostel, smilingly 
said that she never had the idea that 
she would become the proprietor of a 
common lodging house, and that the 
responsibility of being a London land- 
owner Weighed heavily upon her.

PILLAGING CHECKED 
IN PORT AU PRINCE 


Street Fighting Has Stopped, 
and Foreign Bluejackets 
Preserve Order. 


TWO U. S. WARSHIPS THERE 


South Carolina, with 900 Men, 
Joined Montana Yesterday— 
1,500 Men Available. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Jan. 28.—With 
the arrival to-day of the United States 
battleship South Carolina, and with 
American and German bluejackets 
guarding the legations and patrolling 
the town, conditions here took on a 
more orderly aspect. A Committee of 
Public Safety has been organized, and 
it is believed that all danger to foreign 
residents is past. 

President Oreste is still aboard the 
German cruiser Vineta and the country 
is without a government. The former 
Haitian Minster at Washington, Solon 
Menos, who it was thought would act 
as Chairman of the Committee of Safety, 
declined to serve, and a former Sena- 
tor, Stephen Archer, was named as 
Chairman. The committee sent a dele- 
gation on board the yacht Nord Alexis 
to arrange for the entry into the éapital 
of Senator Davilar-Theodore the leader 
of the revolution, who is now at Cape 
Haitien. Other measures will be taken 
to establish a government at as early 
a date as possible. 

The South Carolina came at here at 
top speed from Guanantamo. She car- 
ries a crew of nearly 900 men, most of 
whom can be landed at a moment’s no- 
tice. The Montana's crew, including 
a company of marines, numbers more 
than 600. 

Advices from Jamaica report the de- 
parture for Haiti of Gen. Monplaisir, 
ex-Minister of War, and ex-President 
Simon. The diplomatic representatives, 
at the request of the Committee of 
Safety, have decided that Gen. Mon- 
plaisir shall not be permitted to come 
ashore. 

All firing ceased in Port au Prince to- 
day and complete order was maintained. 
To-night the streets are guarded by 


mixed patrols of Americans and Ger- 
mans.

BERLIN, Jan. 28,—The resignation 
to-day of Gov. Gen. Count Charles von 
Wedel and the Alsace-Lorraine Minis- 
try excites no surprise in Berlin, as it 
is known that the Governor General at 
his audience of Emperor William last 
week emphasized his strong disapproval 
of the manner in which the military au- 
thorities had handled the Zabern inci- 
dent, and at the same time also ten- 
dered his resignation to his Majesty. 

Count von Wedel’s retirement, how- } 
ever, ruises a difficult problem for so- 
lution by the Imperial Government. It | 
is pointed out in political circles that the 
Governor General pursued a policy of 
conciliation which was strongly cen- | 
sured by the Prussian Conservatives, 


and since the Zabern affair they have | 
been urging the Emperor to show a 
strong hand and to sustain the ener- 
getic measures of the military. 

Thus far the only persons suggested 
for the Governor Generalship are those 
of Gen. Baron von Heiningen, Com- 
mandant of the Fourteenth A rmy Corps, 
and Baron von Schorlemer-Lieser, ex- 
President of the Rhine Province. Both 
are Reactionaries.

Dr. Williams Discovers Case 


Among Immigrants Brought 
in on the Rochambeau. 


140 HELD; 42 ARE GONE 


French Liner Thoroughly Disinfect- 
ed by Health Squad—Sixth Case 
to Reach New York Recently. 


The sixth case of typhus fever to 
reach New York from Europe in the past 
sixty days was discovered yesterday at 
Ellis Island among the immigrants 
landed on Tuesday by the French Line 
steamship Rochambeau from Havre. 

When the liner arrived in Quarantine 
Dr. Joseph J. O’Connell, the Health Of- 
ficer of the Port, went on board, and, 
according to the report given out by his 
Secretary yesterday, there was not a 
single passenger in the steerage with a 
**temperature.’’ The 
allowed to proceed to her pier and the | 
immigrants were later taken to 
Island. 

While Dr. L. L. Williams, Chief Medi- 
cal Officer, was examining some of the 
immigrants in the hospital 
morning he discovered one man who had 
symptoms of typhus and he immediately 
telephoned to the Health 
Quarantine who sent up Dr. Clark to 
look at the case. Dr. Clark agreed 
with Dr. Williams that it was typhus 
fever and immediately ordered the pa- 
tient to be removed to Swinburne Island 
where the hospital for contagious dis- 
eases is.

Two cases of typhus were brought 
here on the steamship Belvedere of the 
Austro-American Line and one ‘on the 


Kaiser Josef I. of the same company. 
The two other cases were developed in 
the steerage of the steamship Roma 
of the Fabre Line. 

Dr. O’Connell believes that the out- 
break of typhus in Europe is a result 
of the Balkan wars, but does not think 
there is any danger of its visiting this 
country. Until the Roma arrived, there 
had not been a case of typhus landed 
in this port for twenty years.

70 DRIVE OUT FRAUD 


Columbia Laboratory Will Aid 
in Effort to Force Char- 
latans to Cover. 


NEW OFFICIAL STANDARD 


Radium Institute Arranges for Sci- 
entific Comparisons—Pegram De- 
scribes Tests of Radium Tubes. 


Radium charlatans, some of whom are 
members of the medical profession, 
already have made their appearance, ac- 
cording to officers of the Radium Insti- 
tute of America, and to checkmate them 
as far as possible the Radium Institute 
will be prepared after Feb. 1 to test the 
contents of any tube of alleged radium 
submitted to its experts for examination 
and tell how much real radium there is} 
in the tube. 

The tests will be made at 
University, in the laboratories of the de- 
partment of physics. Prof. George B. 

| Pegram will have charge of the tests, 
and they will be made without any fee | 
as a contribution to the public welfare. 

In preliminary tests it has been found | 

that radium tubes capable of throwing | 
off a brilliant glow in a dark room con- | 
tain often no more than one-tenth of 1} 
per cent. to 1 per cent. of radio-active | 
| matter, whereas any tube of radium em- | 
| ployed in the treatment of a cancer 
patient ought to contain at the minimum | 
25 per cent. of pure radium, and to be} 
classified ‘‘ high grade ’’ the tube should | 
contain approximately 98 per cent. of 
the pure product. 

The suggestion that the Radium Insti- 
tute should have tests made of radium 
offered for the treatment of cancer pa- 
tients was made by Prof. C. F. Chand- 
ler, who for many years was head of 
the department of chemistry of Colum- 
bia University and is Chairman of the} 
Board of Directors of the Radium Insti- 

| tute of America. Prof. Chandler con- 
sulted with Prof. George B. Pegram of 
the department of physics, from whom 
he learned that apparatus already had} 
| been installed in the laboratories of the 
department to make radium tests. 

The proposed tests will not be made} 


| according to the old standards that have | 
| been in use since Mme. Curie discovered 
radium, but will be made upon a new 
basis, with the strength of pure radium 
instead of the strength of uranium, from 
which radium comes, as the basis for 
computation, 

The new method could not be used 
until after the arrival in this country, 
on Jan. 16, of a speck of radium weigh- 
ing twenty milligrams from the labora- 
tories of Mme. Curie. This speck of 
radium came from a small quantity pro- 
duced for the governments and the lead- 
ing scientific laboratories of the world. 
It was produced as ‘‘ standard ’'’ radium 
after an international congress had de- 
cided that a new system of computation 
was needed.

COMPROMISE RADIUM BILL. 


May Provide for Government Plants 
and Purchase of Ores. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Plans for 
putting the Government into the busi- 
ness of buying radium-bearing ores 
that may be hereafter found on the 
public lands of the country and the 
creation of Government plants for 
extracting the radium from such ores 
were tentatively evolved at a meeting 


held to-night by the House Committee 
on Mines and Mining. The hearings on 
the radium question were closed to-day 
and the committee met to-night to con- 
sider a tentative draft of a compromise 
radlum bill drafted this afternoon by 
Representatives Foster of Illinois, Tay- 
lor of Colorado, and Howell of Utah. 


This bill was not finally agreed upon, | 


but the main principles laid down in the 
tentative measure are expected to be the 
basis of an agreement between those who 
have been favoring absolute withdrawal 
of Government lands containing radium 
bearing ores and representatives from 
Colorado and Utah who have been in- 
sisting that the Government should not 
“lock up” any lands containing such 
ores.

in the mining States of the West, and

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START SEASIDE HOSPITAL. 


“Smiling Joe” Fund of $257,000 
Now to Aid Invalid Children. 


* Construction of the new Seaside Hos- 


pital at Telawanna Park, Rockaway, has 
begun. For the building and equipping 
of the hospital the Association for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor has 
a fund of $257,000, which was raised 
seven years ago after a country-wide 
campaign in which the picture of 
“Smiling Joe" strapped to a Bradford 
frame played a prominent part. 

The fund has been held in trust since 
1906, the association waiting for the 
city to accept its offer to construct 
and equip the institution, on condition 
that the city would provide a suitabie 
ocean front site and assume ownership, 
conduct, and maintenance of the hos- 
pital. Not until last Winter, when the 
city purchased the Seaside Park at 


Rockaway for park and hospital pur- 
poses. was it able to comply with the 
terms of the gift. 

The association hopes to have the In- 
stitution ready for occupancy in May, 
1915. The city then will begin the sea- 
air treatment of 150 children suffering 
from non-pulmonary tuber uiosis, the 
first undertaking of its kind ever at- 
tempted by an American city. 

The hosptal site is south of Wash- 


ington Avenue on the ocean front prop- 
erty purchased by the: city last Winter. 
When the entire plant is completed it 
will comprise a four-story structure 
fronting on the ocean and eight pa- 
vilions, each 138 by 142 feet, extending 
at right angles to this main building. 
The completed hospital, it is estimated, 
will cost $2,000,000, and will have a ca- 
pacity of 1,000 beds. The association's 
gift to the city will include two of 
these pavilions, that part-of the main 
hospital strneture connecting them 
and a power plant. These will be 
eyuipped so that a complete hospital 
can be operated for 150 patients until 
the city is ready to increase the ca- 
pacity by adding more pavilions aid 
service buildings.

LITTLE DATA FOR WHITMAN 


Letters Schmidt Wrote Turned Over 
“to Dr. Jeliffe, Who Holds 
Prisoner Is Insane. 


The part played by Dr. Perry M. 
Lichtenstein, resident physician of the 
Tombs, in the case of Hans Schmidt, was 
the subject of inquiry yesterday at the 
trial, which is being he)d before Justice 
Davis in the Criminal Term of the Su- 
Assistant District Attor- 
ney Delahanty sought to bring out why 
Dr. Lichtenstein, an employe of the city, 
in many ways assisted Schmidt's de- 
fense and did nto help the prosecution. 

Dr. Lichtenstein testified that he had 


seen Schmidt®several times a day in the | 


Tombs, following his imprisonment on 
Sept. 14 and up to the beginning of the 
first trial on Dec. 9. Dr. Lichtenstein 
made voluminous notes and obtained 
from Sehmidt a history of the prisoner's 


life, telling of his relations with Anna‘

This data, the physician testified, he 
gave to Alphonse G. Koelble, of 
{Schmidt's counsel. They were partly 
in the form of a statement dictated by 
Pr. Lichtenstein to a stenographer pro- 
vided by Mr. Koelble. It was algo 
brought out that the Tombs physician 
was present at all but two of the con- 
ferences between Schmidt and different 


allenists. 

Pr. Lichtenstein asserted that all of 
these acts were performed in the course 
of his regular duties as resident phy- 
sician. He received no remuneration 
from Schmidt's counsel for the services, 
he swore. It was brought out that 
when the prosecution asked for the rec- 
ords the physician produced a single 
sheet, saying that he couldn't find the 
others. Among these records, it turned 
out, were four communications written 
by Schmidt, which were given to Dr, 
Smith Ely Jeliffe, 
alienists. 

“Can you give any reason why you 
gave the letters to Dr. Jeliffe and not 
to the State?’’ Mr. Delahanty inquired. 

“TI did it in a professional way,’ was 
the reply. ‘‘ It was entirely proper. I 
was hi erested in pyschiatry and [ 
thought that the data might be used 
by Dr. Jeliffe in his medical works. 
“How did you get the cover contain- 
ing the notes on which Mr. Koelble's 
name was printed?’’ 

“Tt was brought to my office. I would 
have given the letters to the District 
Attorney’s office if_£ had been asked 
for them,’’ replied Dr. Lichtenstein. 

Dr. Smith Ely Jeliffe, the first of the 
four alienists who will be called during 
the trial, went on the stand just before 
the end of yesterday’s session. Dr. 
Jeliffe testified that as a rule Sehmidt 
had been unable to answer correctly 
some very simple questions in arithmetic, 
history, and geography, which the alien- 
ist had put to him.

AUTO CRAZE WILL DIE OUT. 


Electrics Wil! Supersede Gasoline 
Cars, Says Dr. C. P. Steinmetz. 


De. <. PB. world renowned 
figure in the electrical industry and 
called by ex-President Charles W. 
Eliot of Harvard, the greatest electrical 
engineer in the world, delivered the 
principal address at the meeting of 
the Electric Vehicle Association of 
America last night at the Engineering 
Societies Building, West Thirty-ninth 
Street. Dr. Steinmetz’s talk dealt with 
| the future of the electric automobile 
and he predicted that the electrics 
would supersede the gasoline car in the 
future, as soon as automobiling has re- 
ceded from a sporting game to a strictly 
| business proposition. He predicted that 
' the present automobile craze would suf- 
fer the same fate as the bicycle fad of 
eighteen years ago, finally reaching a 
Stage where the automobile will be used 
for business purposes ‘almost entirely. 
He urged greater co-operation between 
the lighting companies and the makers 
of the electrics, as a solution of the 
charging difficulty which is now the 
greatest setback for the electric auto- 
mobile. 

_ Previous to Dr. Steinmetz’s address 
Col. E. W. M. Bailey gave a description 
of his recent trip by electric automobile 
from-Boston to Chicago. He laid par- 
ticular stress on the fact that the trip 
was not in the nature of a test, though 
it proved a very strong one. He used a 
car that had not been tested. Following 
the talk several pictures taken en route 
were shown on a screen. 

President Frank W. Smith of the Elec- 
tric Vehicle Association presided, and he 
announced that the association had 
gained 25 per cent. in membership dur- 
ing the past three months, this growth 
equaling that of any previous year. He 
also said that a committe from the as- 
sociation was conferring with the postal 
authorities regarding parcel post and 
mail delivery, and added that an im- 
| portant announcement might be ready

WILSON FOR FARM BANKS. 


Opposes Direct Federal Credits to 
Farmers—Situation Clears. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Prospects 
for farm credits legislation at this ses- 
sion of Congress were brightened to-day 
by conferences which President Wilson 
held with Representatives Carter Glass 
}of Virginia and Robert J. Bulkley of 
| Ohio, members of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, and with Senator 
Fletcher of Florida and other members 
of the commission which recently went 
|} abroad to study European methods of 
| extending credits to farmers upon their 
products. 

By rejecting one proposed method of 
rural credits and indorsing another the 
President cleared the way for compara- 
tively speedy action by Congress. The 
plan which the President opposed was 
that fathered by Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska, and Representative Bathrick 
of Ohio, and by the National 
Grange. This method contemplates that 
the Federal government go into the 
business of lending money direct to | 
tillers of the soil, a suggestion carried } 
out in the Norris-Bathrick bill. 

President Wilson stoutly opposed the} 
suggestion that the Government go into 
the money-lending business, and gave 
his approval to the Rural Credits bill, 
| framed as the result of the investigation 

made by the commission headed by 

Senator Fletcher. This measure—the 

Fletcher bill provides for private- 
owned banks operating under a Federal 

charter and subject Federal inspec- 
tion. These banks would be estab- 
lished in rural communities, and their 
business would be confined largely to 

farm mortgage loans within State lines 

fhe Fletcher bill is to be introduced | 
this week. The President from time to 
time may suggest changes. Further con- 
; ferences on the rural credit programme 
will be held at the White House next 

Monday. At that time President Wil-

MORE IMMIGRANTS BARRED. 
Two Per Cent. in Half Year, 1,455 
Here Out of 70,623 in December. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—More immi- 
grants are being debarred from this 
country, according to figures the Bu- 
reau of Immigration made public to- 
day. In December and in the first six 
months of the present fiscal year more 
than 2 per cent. were deported. Of 95,387 
who came in December, 2,680 were re- 
fused, 1,455 at Ellis Island out of 70,62¢ 
who came to New York. From July to 
December, inclusive, 14,765 failed of ad- 
mission. In the previous fiscal year 
only 1.6 per cent. were debarred, or 
19,938. 

Almost 35 per cent. more immigrants 
were admitted in the first six months 
this fiscal year than last, or 735,079 
against 545,443.

Few January Note Issues. 


Of the new security issues put out so 
far in January over 12% per cent. have 
taken the form of short-term notes, 
whereas in January last year temporary 
financing of this kind made up 57 per 
cent. of the total issue of railroad and 
industrial securities. No more striking 
illustration could be afforded of the 
great change for the better which has 
come about in the investment market 
since the close of last year. Moreover, 
the aggregate in security issues this 
month has fallen far below that of 
the same month a year ago. It was a 
matter of comment in bond market cir- 
cles yesterday that whereas the demand 
has largely increased, the output was 
considerably reduced in contrast with 
the early weeks of 1913. Figures com- 
piled by The Journal of Commerce give 
this month’s issues up to this date as 
$86,407,000, compared with $149,869,000 
last January. The issues maturing in 
February are placed at $41,570,000, com- 
pared with $30,272,000 in February last 
year.

The Rise in British Consols.

We have 
in fact gained from Canada a little over 
half of the $6,000,000 which we have ex- 
ported to France.

Opening for Bank Abroad, 


A report that American bankers have 
been considering the establishment of a 
bank in St. Petersburg, while not con- 
firmed, served to call attention to the 
need for an American financial 
tion in Russia. Trade between 
country and Russia has not reached the 
volume of the business done with the 
other powers, but the smallness of the 
total is charged in part against the ab- 
sence of facilities, and a good banking 
connection, with a manager who would 
look after trade possibilities, would be 
expected to develop reciprocal relations, 
At the present time banks in this coun- 
try draw on Berlin or Paris for Russian 
account. Under the Czar’s requirements 
the Westinghouse Electric Company and 
the International Harvester Company, 
both of which do a good business in 
Russia, have to manufacture their ma- 


| chines within the empire, but there are 


large exports of American cotton to 
Russia, and imports of considerable size 
in fish and other products.

A Division of Opinion. 

There were at least two ways of look- 
ing at the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s remarks upon the railroads’ 
application for a freight advance, which 
accompanied a decisoin bearing upon 
the special allowances that have been 
made to industries having their own 
sidings. The unthinking optimist’s way 
was to disregard the Commission's 
warnings to the carriers to straighten 
out their affairs before expecting their 
5 per cent. increase, and to read only 
the Commission's declaration of princi- 
ples, which promised that the Commis- 
sion would not shrink from granting an 
advance should the need for one be 
shown. The other view, which gained 
more adherents as the decision was sub- 
jected to closer analysis, held that the 
Commission had flatly stated its un- 
willingness to allow a horizontal raise 
until the railroads took advantage of 
every opportunity for conserving their 
revenues.

REASSURES COUNTRY BANKS. 


Chase National Dispels an Error 
About Federal Reserve Act. 


While the Federal Reserve act was 
on its way through the Senate an 
amendment was inserted to prevent 
non-member banks from obtaining the 
advantages of its rediscount provisions 
through a member. This amendment 
was originally worded in such a way 
that many bankers felt that it would 
prevent member banks from extending 
the usual facilities in the way of loans 
or rediscounts to their correspondent 
country banks. 

The theory was advanced that if the 
national banks generally joined the 
Federal Reserve system, many of their 
correspondents who did not become 


members, would find it necessary to 
transfer their business, including their 
deposit accounts, to State banks or 
trust companies in this city. 

Before the bill was passed the amend- 
ment was altered in such a way as to 
remove the fear that it would be so 
broadly applied, but in the meantime 
some of the interior banks had become 
doubtful whether the national banks 
after joining the system, would be in 
a position to afford the usual facilities 
in times of need. 

To obviate any doubt that might still 
exist among its correspondents, the 
Chase National Bank has sent them a 
letter reading as follows: 


Certain enterprising competitors - 
senting State banking inatitutiome, "ate 
cireularizing all State banks in the coun- 
try, soliciting from them accounts which 
are at present maintained with national 
banks, upon the ground that the Currency 
act recently passed by Congress will render 
it impossible or impracticable for State 
institutions to continue reciprocal relations 
with any national bank which becomes a 
member of the Federal reserve system. 

Such contention is not warranted by the 
terms of the act as we construe it, nor is 
it Warranted by the terms of the act as 
construed by our superiors at Washington. 
We a imire the business enterprise of our 
competitors, but we trust no one of the 
many State institutions which do business 
with us will be disturbed or think of chang- 
ing their accounts with us because we are 
going to join the Federal reserve system. 
We shal! be in position to render the same 
service in the future as in the past to all 
our patrons, both State and national, and 
sincerely hope for a continuance of their 
confidence and business relations.

DECISION PLEASES ROADS. 


Were Opposed to Rebates to “ Tap } 
Lines,” Says President Rea. 


Following the publication yesterday of 
the decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in which railroads making 
special allowances to shippers having | 
“tap lines,” or divisional railways of 
their own, were notified that such al- 
lowances must no longer be made, 
Samuel Rea, President of the Pennsyl- 
vania, issued a statement in which he 
pointed out that the carriers themselves | 
had been desirous of ending these re- 
ductions. The commission said that the 
Pennsylvania alone paid out more than 
$1,000,000 a year to ten steel companies 
adjacent to its lines. 

‘It should be clearly understood that 
the decision does not contain any sug- 
gestion that the practices detailed 


therein constituted secret rebates,’’ said 
Mr. Rea. ‘‘ The commission itself makes 
this staternent: ‘ It is proper to say that 
the whole matter was voluntarily 
brought to our attention by certain of 
these industries and the line railways 
which serve them. Demands of plant 
railways for larger allowances, the in- 
creasing number of industries that were 
incorporating railroad companies to take 
over the operation of their plants, tracks 
and locomotives with a view to demand- 
ing allowances, and the growing volume 
of complaint against the discriminations 
arising out of these relations between 
the line carriers and the industries so 
favored, together with certain formal 
and informal rulings by the commission 
in other cases, had combined to raise a 
doubt on the part of the carriers and 
the industries as to the legality of these 
allowances and free service.’ 

‘The entire situation was laid before 
the commission three years ago, no 
method .of solving the peculiarly com- 
plicated questions involved having been 
worked out. 

“In the briefs filed by the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, Baltimore & 
Ohlo, and Erie the following suggestion 
was made: 

‘** The payment of any allowance for 
the performance of this service inevita- 
bly creates suspicion, gives rise to com- 
plaints and the only way to effectually 
deal with the problem is to abolish all 
allowances for the performance of this 
service, either by thc industry itself, or 
the industrial railroad.’ ’’ 


DELAYS ARE DANGEROUS. 


When the Law Says Slxty Days It 
Means Just That Period. 


Notice was served on Collectors and 
other officers of the customs yesterday 
by the Board of United States General 
Appraisers that applications for reap- 
praisements and re-reappraisements will 
not be considered by the board unless 
they are filed with the tribunal within 
the statutory time of sixty days. The 
board's warning is the outcome of an 
application for a rehearing in an appeal 
to reappraisement by the Collector at 
San Francisco involving importations of 
lead arsenate pulp from Hemingway & 
Co., London. It appeared from the tes- 
timony that the Collector after signing 
the application held it in his office for 
53 days after the original appraisement 
of the merchandise. It was then mailed 
to the board which received the appeal 
66 days after the goods had been valued. 

Judge McClelland points out in his de- 
eision, denying the Collector’s motion 
for a rehearing, that under the law the 
board should have received the appeal 
within 60 days in order to give it atten- 
tion. The General Appraiser holds that 
the Collector had no right to delay the 
sending of the appeal to the tribunal. 


FOR STOCKHOLDERS’ UNION. 


Herbert A. Scheftel Says Plan Has 
Grown In Favor. 


Herbert A. Scheftel, whose proposal 
that the Chamber of Commerce take the 
initiative in organizing the stockhold- 
ers of this country into a union for the 
protection of corporate rights has been 
rejected by the Executive Committee of 
the Chamber, announced yesterday that 
the movement had, nevertheless, gained 
wide publicity and favor. 

Mr. Scheftel says that a number of 
individuals are prepared to contribute 


money and take u actively the or- 
ganization of stockholders. His pro- 
posal has grown into a wider plan than 
for mere political resistance, and now 
embraces the support of stockholders, 
shopkeepers, and business men gen- 
erally. A similar organization has 
worked out successfully in Germany. 
The Chamber of Commerce declined to 
undertake the formation of a protective 
association on the ground that it might 
be interpreted as a political movement.
